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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the U.S 
Patent No, 6,255,593 to Reede used in the last Office Action were, at the time the 
invention of the present invention was made, commonly owned by Cable Design 
Technologies, Inc. Therefore, Reede is unavailable as a prior art to the present 
application under 35 USC 103. In addition, the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest a cable comprising all the features as recited in the claims and in 
combination with a dielectric pair separator being substantially flat and being 
formed of a foamed polymer, and wherein the separator, the first twisted pair, and 
the second twisted pair are twisted about a common central axis to a twisted pair 
cable.
